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On  July  23,  2014,  at  approximately  5:33  PM.,  I  was  dispatched  to  in  reference  to  two  black 

and  white  Australian  Shepherd  dogs  loose  on  this  property.  The  initial  caller  reported  to  Dispatch  the  dogs  are 
aggressive.  The  initial  caller  also  informed  Dispatch  the  dogs  reside  at 


When  I  arrived  on  scene  I  did  not  see  the  dogs  at  the  complainants  address.  T  then  went  to  the  suspect  address 
of  to  make  contact  with  the  owners  of  the  dogs.  When  t  arrived  at  the  suspects  address  I  did 

not  see  the  dogs.  As  I  exited  my  patrol  car  the  two  dogs  emerged  from  under  a  blue  Chevrolet  Suburban. 
There  was  a  white  and  black  Australian  Shepherd  that  charged  at  me.  My  patrol  vehicle  door  was  in  between 
me  and  the  aggressive  dog.  I  was  able  to  put  some  distance  between  myself  and  aggressive  dog.  I  then 
sprayed  the  dog  with  OC  spray  in  order  to  keep  him  at  bay.  The  OC  spray  had  little  effect  on  the  dog,  I  was 
able  to  advance  to  the  front  door  of  the  residence  and  made  contact  with  TONI  LYNN  WALKER,  W/F,  ' 

Canyon,  TX  Once  Toni  was  present  both  dogs  became  very  friendly.  Toni  invited  me 
into  her  residence.  I  explained,  to  Toni  we  had  received  a  complaint  about  her  dogs  being  unrestrained  on  other 
individuals  property.  I  explained  the  county  leash  law  and  potential  consequences  of  violating  the  leash  law. 
Toni  was  very  understanding  and  said  she  would  remedy  the  issue. 

I  exited  Toni's  residence  and  saw  that  both  dogs  were  lying  underneath  the  front  of  the  blue  Chevrolet 
Suburban.  I  stepped  off  the  front  porch  approximately  three  steps  when  the  white  and  black  Australian 
Shepherd  charged  at  me  barking  and  exposing  its  teeth.  I  was  in  fear  the  dog  was  about  to  attack  me  as  it 
charged  at  me,  I  shot  the  dog  with  my  duty  pistol  five  times  in  the  head  and  chest  when  it  charged  to  within  2- 
3  feet  of  me.  The  dog  fell  to  ground  at  my  feet  and  was  twitching  slightly.  Toni  came  outside  just  as  the  dog 
charged  at  me.  Toni  was  very  upset  and  asked  that  I  shoot  the  dog  once  more  in  the  head  to  prevent  her  from 
suffering.  I  shot  the  dog  in  the  head  once  again  and  the  dog  stopped  twitching. 

Toni  was  emotionally  upset  over  the  loss  of  her  dog,  but  was  not  upset  with  my  actions.  Toni  apologized 
multiple  times  about  her  dog's  actions.  I  offered  to  take  the  dog's  body  and  dispose  of  it,  but  Toni  wanted  to 
keep  the  dog  to  bury  it  on  her  property.  I  offered  to  move  the  dog's  body  out  of  the  front  yard.  Toni  said  she 
would  move  the  dog's  body  and  asked  if  I  would  hold  her  infant  son  while  she  moved  the  dog's  body  to  the 
back  porch.  I  assisted  Toni  by  holding  the  baby  while  she  moved  the  dog's  body. 

I  left  a  business  card  with  Toni  so  she  or  her  husband  could  call  if  they  had  any  questions.

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On  7-28-14  I  had  a  recorded  telephone  message  in  my  office  from  Ryan  Walker,  the  husband  of  Toni  Walker 
and  owner  of  the  dog  that  had  been  killed  at  his  residence,  on  7-23-1 4.  The  message  had 

been  left  by  Walker  on  Friday  7-25-14,  but  T  did  not  receive  it  until  7-28-1.4  because  I  had  been  out  of  the 
office  on  7-25-14.  In  the  message,  Walker  stated  that  he  wanted  to  discuss  the  incident  that  had  occurred  at  his 
house  on  7-23-1 .4,  I  attempted  to  return  Walker's  call,  calling  both  his  cell  phone  number  and  Toni's  cell  phone 
number,  but  I  did  not  receive  an  answer.  I  did  leave  a  message  for  Walker  to  return  my  call  at  his  convenience. 

At  approximately  4:30  pm  on  7-30-14, 1  was  told  that  Ryan  Walker  was  in  the  front  lobby  of  the  Sheriffs 
Office  and  he  was  requesting  to  fill  out  and  turn  in  an  open  records  request.  I  did  meet  with  Walker  in  the 
front  lobby,  I  provided  Walker  with  the  form  to  request  the  incident  reports  in  this  case.  Walker  completed 
the  form,  and  also  req  uested  a  copy  of  the  video  that  had  been  captured  by  Deputy  Vaught's  in-car  camera,  f 
did  take  this  completed  form  from  Walker  and  I  turned  it  over  to  Records  to  be  handled  accordingly.  Walker 
also  requested  at  that  time  to  make  a  formal  complaint  against  Deputy  Vaught  in  this  case.  I  again  provided 
Walker  with  the  paperwork  to  complete  in  order  to  file  his  complaint,  and  I  explained  to  Walker  how  to 
complete  it.  Walker  told  me  he  understood,  and  he  sat  down  at  a  chair  in  the  lobby  to  complete  the  paperwork. 
I  then  left  Walker  in  the  lobby  and  told  him  to  tum  it  into  the  receptionist  upon  his  completion.  I  then  left  the 
Sheriffs  Office. 

On  7-3 1  - 1 4 1  asked  the  receptionist  if  she  had  the  complaint  paperwork  from  Walker.  T  was  told  that  Walker 
stated  he  did  not  want  to  till  out  the  paperwork  because  he  had  not  witnessed  the  incident,  but  he  wanted  to 
take  it  home  for  his  wife,  Toni,  to  complete.  Walker  also  informed  her  he  would  return  the  complaint 
paperwork  to  the  Sheriffs  Office  on  the  following  date.  At  the  time  of  this  report,  Walker  nor  his  wife  have 
filed  the  formal  complaint  paperwork  with  the  Sheriffs  Office, 

On  this  same  date,  I  attempted  to  contact  Walker  on  both  his  and  Toni's  cell  phones,  but  I  did  not  get  an 
answer.  I  was  going  to  give  him  the  opportunity  to  come  to  the  Sheriffs  Office  to  view  the  video,  even  though 
his  open  records  request  was  still  being  processed  and  not  ready  for  release.  I  left  a  message  for  Walker  to 
return  my  call.  At  approximately  2:30  or  3:00  pm  I  called  Walker  again,  and  I  was  able  to  speak  with  Toni  on 
her  cell  phone.  Toni  told  me  she  was  currently  in  her  vehicle  in  front  of  the  United,  and  Walker  was  inside  the 
store.  I  told  Toni  that  1  was  willing  to  let  them  both  come  to  the  Sheriffs  Office  to  view  the  video  and  discuss 
the  facts  of  this  case.  Ton  i  then  told  me  that  she  did  not  want  to  see  the  video,  but  she  believed  Ryan  did.  As  I 
continued  speaking  with  Toni,  Ryan  returned  to  the  car.  Toni  then  gave  the  phone  to  Ryan,  and  I  also  offered 
him  the  opportunity  to  come  view  the  video  at  the  Sheriffs  Office.  Ryan  told  me  that  he  did  want  to  come,  but 
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he  was  not  able  to  on  this  date.  Ryan  stated  that  he  would  speak  with  his  employer  and  see  if  he  would  be  able 
to  come  on  the  following  day,  Friday  8-1-14.  Ryan  said  he  would  call  me  back  to  set  up  an  appointment. 
Ryan  further  stated  that  his  cell  phone  was  currently  broken,  and  the  only  phone  I  could  reach  him  on  would  be 
Toni's. 

Sometime  after  12:00  noon  on  Friday  8-1-14, 1  again  attempted  to  contact  Ryan  Walker  on  Toni's  cell  phone.  I 
did  speak  with  Toni  and  she  told  me  Ryan  was  currently  at  work  with  their  only  vehicle,  and  he  would  not  be 
able  to  come  to  the  Sheriffs  Office.  I  told  Toni  that  I  would  not  be  attempting  to  contact  them  again  with  the 
offer  to  view  the  video,  but  if  they  decided  they  could  at  any  time?  they  could  contact  me  to  set  up  an 
appointment  to  see  it.  T  left  my  office  for  a  few  minutes,  and  upon  my  return  I  had  a  message  from  Ryan 
Walker.  I  returned  his  call,  again  on  Toni's  cellphone,  and  I  began  to  speak  with  him.  Our  phone  connection 
was  lost  quickly,  so  1  again  contacted  him  on  Toni's  cellphone.  I  again  offered  Ryan  the  opportunity  to  come 
to  the  Sheriffs  Office  to  view  the  video.  Ryan  then  stated  that  he  did  not  want  to  see  the  video.  Ryan  then 
began  to  ask  me  questions  about  the  case,  and  why  it  wasn't  handled  in  a  different  manner,  I  did  briefly 
discuss  some  of  the  facts  of  the  case  with  Ryan,  and  I  tol  d  him  what  the  vid  eo  shows.  I  told  Ryan  that  I  would 
still  show  him  the  video  in  the  future  if  he  decides  he  wants  to  see  it,  and  that  we  would  still  handle  his  open 
records  request  as  we  normally  would.  I  further  told  Ryan  that  I  would  also  discuss  this  case  further  with  him 
if  he  would  like  to  come  to  the  Sheriffs  Office  to  see  me,  and  we  ended  our  conversation.  As  of  this  date,  I 
have  not  seen  or  heard  again  from  Ryan  or  Tori  Walker,
